The end gate is strongly braced and secured 

by heavy chains which hold it in position when lowered. 
The new body is adapt-

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The loading space of the 
body is seven feet, two 
inches in length by four 
feet in width and of con- 
venient and practical 
depth. 


The steel flare board on 
either side aids in building 
up and securing large 
loads, and the position of 
the end gate may be regu- 
lated by the heavy chain 
or completely dropped, 
according to loading 
requirements. 


With standard gearing, 
the Ford Truck, under 
capacity load, may operate 
up to 15 miles an hour, 
but for quick delivery ser- 
vice, a special gear per- 
mits a speed of 22 miles 
an hour. 


The steel cab of the new 
Ford truck body is roomy 
and will easily accommo- 
date a driver and two 
helpers.
